Washinqton,  Jan.  14.— [Special.]— Mills, 
ol  Texas,  chairman  of  the  house  committee 
of  Ways  and  Means,  has  already  lost  his 
grip  as  leader  of  the  Democratic  party. 
Mills  is  flippant,  petulant  and  awkward. 
He  lacked  the  respect  of  his  fellow-Demo- 
crats, and  consequently  the  influence  neces- 
sary to  lead  men  cheerfully  or  to  inspire 
confidence  in  them.  Yesterday  Halman,  in 
the  interest  of  economy,  moved  about  4 
o'clock  to  adjourn  in  order  to  kill  an  ob- 
noxious claim  that  was  about  going 
through.  Mills  begged  him  to  withdraw 
his  motion,  which  he  did,  and  he  himself 
moved  that  when  the  house  adjourned  it 
be  to  Monday  next.  Tomorrow  had  been 
set  for  the  consideration  of  the  bill  to 
amend  an  act  giving  aid  to  agricultural  ex- 
perimental stations.  It  is  quite  necessary 
that  this  bill  should  get  through,  as  a 
blunder  in  the  former  bill  prevented  the 
stations  from  getting  any  money  last  year. 
Quite  naturally,  therefore,  Mr.  Hatch,  of 
Missouri,  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
agriculture,  was  desirous  of  having  Satur- 
day for  that  bill,  which  he  reported  today. 
Without  consulting  Hatch,  therefore,  as 
any  gentleman  would  have  done.  Mills  tried 
to  walk  over  him.  Hatch  opposed  Mills' 
motion  and  it  was  lost.  Mills  grew  red  and 
demanded  yeas  and  nays,  which  the  Re- 
publicans, all  ready  for  mischief,  helped 
him  to  get.  The  result  was  a  stunner  for 
Mills— lOG  nays,  118  ayes.  The  Republi- 
cans yelled  with  delight,  and  Mills  got  mad- 
der and  madder.  Hatch  gracefully  asked 
for  a  reconsideration  of  Mills'  motion,  but 
it  was  downed  by  a  tremendous  majority. 
The  Randalls, Coxes,  Hatches  and  Springers 
are  jubilant  over  the  episode. 

THE  SNOW  BLOCKADE. 

Railroad  Traffic  Practically   at  a    Stand- 
still in  the  Northwest. 

Minneapolis,  Jan.  14.  —  [Special.]  — 
Railroading  was  practically  at  a 
stand  still  in  the  Northwest  yester- 
day. None  of  the  railroad  offi- 
cials could  recall  a  day  when  there  was  so 
complete  a  blockade,  and  certainly  there 
has  been  none  for  years.  The  day  previous 
some  trains  were  run  but  yesterday  practi- 
cally none,  and  in  fact  very  little  attempt 
was  made  to  run  trains  execpt  between 
Minneapolis  and  Chicago,  as  the  wind  in 
Minnesota  and  Dakota  was  still  blowing 
hard  filling  up  the  cuts  nearly  as  fast  as 
cleared  out,  and  the  temperature  was  so 
low  that  neither  men  nor  engines  could 
work  to  advantage.  On  the  whole  Mani- 
toba system  no  trains  were  run  yesterday 
except  between  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis 
and  between  Barnesville  and  Neche,  the 
latter  being  a  piece  of  track  on  the 
level  prairie  that  is  scarcely  ever  troubled 
by  the  snow.  Trains  out  of  Minneapolis 
were  all  abandoned  except  on  the  short 
line.  The  Northern  Pacific  was  not  much 
better  off  in  Minnesota  and  Dakota.  The 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  got  no  trains  through 
during  the  day,  but  the  mainline  to  Hinck- 
ley was  clear  of  trains  and  the  limited  was 
sent  out  last  evening  with  hopes  of  making 
the  trip.  A  train  from  the  Northern  divis- 
ion of  the  Omaha  came  in  last  evening  a 
day  late,  but  no  other  attempt  .was  made 
to  run  trains  there.  No  attempt  was  made 
to  send  out  trains  on  the  Minneapolis  & 
St.  Louis.  The  Minneapolis  &  Pacific  is 
blocked  west  of  Glenwood. 


MAKING  FOR  DULUTH. 

A  NEW  LINE  SOB.VETED  FBOM  SIOUX  CITY  TO 
A  CONNECTION  WITH  DCLCTH  VIA  THE 
MANITOBA. 

For  some  tiae  the  SiouxCity  &  Northeast, 
ern  road  has  b<)eD  agitated  as  a  connection 
with  the  Dululih,  Red  Wing  <ft  Southern 
and  it  will  in  all  probability  be  built,  but 
now  comes  a  n  3w  line  from  Sioux  City  to 
a  Duluth  «onn(!ction.  According  to  the  St. 
Paul  Globe  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  citizens  of  l3ioux  City  to  look  u;'  the 
matter  of  connections  for  the  Sioux  Oity 
&  Northeastei-n  were  in  St.  Paul  and 
talked  with  Manitoba  officials.  This  con- 
ference put  a  new  and  radically  different 
idea  into  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the 
committee,  and  they  hurried  back  to  Sioux 
City  to  communicate  that  idea  to  the  peo- 
ple of  that  place.  A  meeting  was  con- 
vened, and  the  people  were  told  that  they 
were  on  the  wrong  track,  and  instead  of 
building  to  Bolmont  that  a  line  to  be 
called  the  Sioux  City  &  Northern  should 
be  built  to  connect  with  the  Manitoba  ex- 
tension from  Eiuluth  to  Sioux  Falls,  about 
half  way  to  Pipestone,  Minn.,  and  Sioux 
Falls.  In  puniuanceof  this  plan  a  company 
has  been  orgai.ized  and  a  lit  e  surveyed. 
This  Manitobtk  connection  will  be  by  th  \ 
way  of  Willniar  and  bring  Sioux  City 
the  advantage  and  benefit  of  a  point  com- 
petitive with  C  hicBgo.  in  direct  waterway 
connection  with  the  seaboard,  and  Duluth 
being  105  miles  nearer  by  this  line  than 
Chicago,  freights  must  necessarily  be  very 
much  reduced.  To  carry  out  this  it  has 
been  agreed  to  lay  a  3  per  cent  tax  on  the 
assessed  valuation  of  real  and  personal 
property  to  Sioux  City  township.  The 
Manitoba's  in  mentions  are  apparent  in  its 
movements.  A  line  is  projected  to  Denver 
via  Sioux  Falls  and  Yankton,  and  the  road 
IB  graded  to  Wilmar.  This  would  leave 
Sioux  City  off  the  mam  line  of  a  great  trade 
artery,  and  Si  3ux  City  will  not  have  it  so.

Cbicaoo,  Jan.  14.— There  is  likely  to  be 
a  decidedly  lively  time  tomorrow  when 
the  Anarchists  Defense  committee  and  the 
newly  organized  Relief  committee  hold  a 
joint  meeting  to  decide  what  steps  shall  be 
taken  to  provide  permanently  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  families  of  the  executed  and 
imprisoned  men.  The  defense  committee 
is  composed  in  the  main  of  men  who  are 
politically  antagonistic  to  the  other  com- 
mittee, and  the  former  has  taken  time  by 
the  forelock  by  distributing  every  cent  of 
of  the  $6,000  which  remained  in  hand. 
Chariee  of  corruption  are  freely  made  and 
it  is  claimed  that  certain  men  are  work- 
ing to  vote  themselves  into  oflice  and  re- 
ceive salaries  for  their  connection  with 
the  fund.  There  is  a  bitter  feeling  on  both 
sides  and  it  is  pretty  certain  to  crop  up  at 
Sunday's  meeting. 

THE  OKLOHAMA  COLONY. 

They  Will  Not  Attempt  to  Settle  "Without 
the  Consent  of  Congrress. 

Lawrence,  Kas.,  Jan.  14.— Captain  W. 
L.  Couch,  of  Oklohama  invasion  fame  said 
yesterday: 

"There  is  no  truth  in  the  stories  that  a 
large  secret  organization  has  been  formed 
in  Southern  Kansas,  or  any  where  else,  for 
the  purpose  of  forcibly  entering  Oklohama. 
There  is  an  Oklohama  organization  with  a 
large  membership  but  it  is  not  the  inten- 
tion of  the  colony  to  attempt  settlement 
unless  authority  is  giv  -n  by  congress."

WASHiNOTON.Jan.  14.  [Special]— Speaker 
Carlisle,Chairman  Mills  and  their  immediate 
followers  are  realizing  more  and  more  pain- 
fully every  day  that  they  are  in  a  hopeless 
minority  with  the  vote  against  them  in  the 
house  much  larger  than  it  was  in  the  last 
congress,  and  the  strength  of  the  opposition 
to  revenue  reform  is  by  no  means  to  be 
measured  by  the  increased  Republican  mem- 
bership of  the  house.

THE  GAS  COMPANY. 

OTHERS  THAN  rilE  LATE  MANAGER  SAID  TO  BE 
AHEAD  OF  THE  DEAL. 

A  meeting  of  the  officers  and  directors  of 
the  Duluth  Natural  Gas,  Oil  and  Mineral 
company  wat.  held  last  night,  and  some 
rather  startling  reports  wera  unearthed 
regarding  an  oflScer  of  the  company  who  is 
not  now  in  the  city.  It  is  stated  that 
stock  in  the  company  has  been  issued  and 
paid  up  certificates  given  therefor,  the 
money  for  wlich  did  not  find  its  way  into 
the  accustomed  and  "ordinary  channels  of 
business  through  regulation  melhjds.  At 
the  meeting  last  night  several  stockholders 
were  willing  to  throw  up  the  sponge,  being 
rather  worietl  by  the  peculations  of  Man- 
ager Campbell  and  others  and  by  the  con- 
tinued breakages  and  setbacks  that  have 
occurred.  l^avorable  indications  weie, 
however,  reported  from  the  well  and  it  was 
decided  to  send  a  party  to  the  spot  who 
should  make  further  careful  examination 
and  report.  On  this  report  the  question 
future  drilUn};  will  hinge. 


Wasbinoton,  Jan.  14.— Every  member  of 
the  house  committee  on  elections  was  in 
attendance  this  morning  for  consideration 
of  the  Theobe-Carlisle  case.  F.  F.  Hallam, 
of  Covington,  Ky.,  appeared  in  behelf  of 
Carlisle,  and  J.  Hale  Sypher  for  the  con- 
testant.     Mr.  Hallam  took  the  position 

that  sufficient  cause  had  not  been  shown 
for  reopening  the  case.  Among  the  things 
stated  by  the  contestant  in  his  affidavit 
was  that  John  A.  Goodson,  chief  of  police, 
of  Covington,  and  brother-in-law  of  Car- 
lisle, stated  a  few  days  after  the  election 
that  the  speaker  had  been  defeated.  In 
answer  the  counsel  read  affidavits  by  both 
Goodson  and  Easton  positively  denying 
the  statement.  Goodson  denies  the  asser- 
tion made  for  the  contestant  that  a  rela- 
tive of  Carlisle's  had  approached  Wood, 
formerly  Theobe's  counsel,  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  him.  He  states  that  he  is  the 
only  relative  of  Carlisle  living  near  Coving- 
ton. He  declares  that  neither  he  nor  any 
other  person,  so  far  as  he  is  concerned, ever 
in  any  manner  approached,  or  attempted 
to  approach,  Wood  or  any  other  person  in 
Carlisle's  behalf.  Another  affidavit  by 
Horace  Cameron,  reporter  on  the  Cincin- 
nati Telegram,  was  read.  It  recites  the 
substance  of  conversation  with  the  speaker 
the  day  after  the  election.  The  upeaker 
said  he  did  not  know  whether  he  had 
been  defeated,  but  if  he  had 
he  would  feel  a  sense  of  personal  relief  such 
as  he  had  not  experienced  in  ten  years. 
Affiant  says  he  had  several  conversations 
with  Theobe,  but  never  told  him  that  Car- 
lisle admitted  that  he  was  defeated;  he  had 
never  sent  an  item  to  his  paper  declaring 
that  Carlisle  admitted  his  defeat,  but  could 
not  prove  this,  the  flies  of  the  paper  had 
not  been  preserved.  This  was  corroborat- 
ed by  affidavits  mnde  by  John  C.  Benton, 
attorney,  Cincinnati,  andHenryC.  Hallam, 
clerk  of  the  county  clerk. 

Carlisle's  title  confirmed. 
Washinoton,  Feb.  14.  2  p.  m.— The  com- 
mittee has  decided  not  to  reopen  the  case.

THE   ENGLISH   BENCH.

The  Temper  of  Chief  Justice  Stephen 
Who  Sentenced  Dog;herty  the  American 
Murderer. 

London,  Jan.  14.  [Special.]— Although 
both  press  and  public  are  unanimous  in  ap- 
proval of  the  commutation  of  the  sentence 
of  Doherty.the  American  murderer  from  life 
imprisonment  to  twenty  years  at  hard 
labor,  Mr.  Justice  Stephen,  who  presided  at 
the  trial  is  being  roundly  scored  for  the  ex- 
hibition of  temper  which  he  made  on  that 
occasion.  An  editorial  in  a  prominent  paper 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  although  in 
sentencing  the  prisoner,  he  declared  that 
the  jury  would  kf^fefcegQ  justified  in  con- 
victing him  of  wTHm'mutdw  and  th*tiie  de- 
served to  be  hanged,  yet  a  few  hours  later 
ho  had  so  changed  his  mind  aa  to  wri^  to 
the  Home  Secretary  that  he  had  kiiown 
many  other  cases  which  were  nearer  murder 
than  this  one  and  in  which  the  punishment 
had  been  smaller.  The  editorial  asks  what 
kind  of  a  justice  this  is.  One  of  the  most 
eminent  practicing  lawyers  of  England,  a 
queen's  counsel,  and  a  member  of  a  Liberal 
cabinet,  and  who  moreover  has  more  than 
once  refused  a  judgeship,  said  today  in  con- 
versation with  yourcorrespondent: 

"The  conduct  of  Justice  Stephen  doesnot 
conduce  to  the  credit,  honor  or  dignity  of 
the  bench.  He  is  famous  as  having  made  a 
dijjest  of  criminal  law  and  he  is  without 
doubt  an  authority  of  the  greatest  weight 
upon  the  oubject.  But  has  an  unfortunate 
hastiness  of  temper  and  an  unguardedness 
of  expression  which  militate  exceedingly 
against  his  usefulness  on  the  bench.  It  is 
true  that  a  few  moments  after  browbeating 
a  counsel  or  witness,  he  corrects  himself 
and  apologises,  and  that  he  ascribes  his 
style  of  address  to  habits  acquired  during 
many  years  residence  in  an  eastern  clime. 
But,the  danger  of  such  an  excitable  judge 
is,  that  in  his  virtuous  indignation  he  in- 
flicts sentences  so  severe  that  popular  sym- 
pathy is  brought  round  to  the  side  of  the 
offender.  It  will  be  remembered  that  a  few 
years  ago,  when  he  was  at  the  top  of  the 
ladder  of  his  fame,  it  was  proposed  to 
make  him  Recorder  of  Soudan,  but  the 
aldermen  were  wise  enough  to  leave  him  in 
a  minority  and  eUct  SirThomas  Chambers. 
It  would  be  a  good  thing  if  the  government 
were  to  delicately  hint  to  Stephen  that 
judges  should  avoid  vindictive  sentences 
and  above  all  eschew  euperfluous  talk  in 
shrewish  strains  as  detrimental,  not  only, 
to  their  personal  but  their  professional  dig- 
nity and  usefulness.

A  DDI.nTH    riREMAN    TELLS   WBAT  HE    KNOWS 
or  THE  PORTER  STEAM   HEATING   COMPANY. 

GbiTOR  Evening  Herald:  I  noticed  in 
the  Evening  Hebald  a  statement  that  the 
Tribune  calls  libelous  (and  I  suppose  it 
must  be)  to  the  effect  that  some  parties 
who  had  steam  put  in  their  houses  are 
disposed  to  find  fault  with  the  Porter  Steam 
Heating  company,  who  did  the  work.  1  do 
not  see  what  they  are  kicking  about.  They 
ought  to  know  that  a  cheap  price  calls  for 
a  cheap  job.  The  Porter  company  is  not  a 
benevolent  institution  by  any  means.  They 
are  going  to  put  in  a  job  that  will  leave 
them  a  profit.  The  "high"  wages  paid  by 
that  company  may  have  some  little  effect 
on  the  work.  I  am  told  by  those  who 
ought  to  know  that  the  average  wages  paid 
by  them  is,  for  helpers,  $1  per  day;  fitters, 
$1.75:  foremen,  |2.50.  I  know  of  one  in- 
stance where  they  paid  the  exorbitant  rate 
of  $2.65  per  day.  The  extra  fifteen  cents 
was  for  the  use  of  a  kit  of  tools  from  two 
inches  down.  Some  of  theaggrieved  parties 
are  interested  in  real  estate,  and  are  induc- 
ing people  by  all  means  in  their  power  to 
settle  in  Dul'uth,  but  when  they  have  work 
to  do  they  give  it  to  some  outside  firm  who 
has  no  int«re8t  in  the  town  further  than 
the  amount  of  money  they  will  take  oat  of 
it.  This  seems  like  building  with  one  hand 
and  tearing  down  with  the  other.  The 
firms  in  this  town  cannot  compete  with  the 
Porter  company.  They  are  ail  young  and 
Itave  no  desire  to  get  a  reputation  for  doing 
poor  work.  Therefore,  they  must  get  good 
prices  for  what  they  do.  There  are  a  few 
good  workmen  in  town  and  if  there  should 
not  be  enough  to  go  around  a  car  load  can 
be  brought  from  U tiea,  N.  Y.,  on  short 
notice.

There  was  lets  trading  on  the  Duluth 
board  than  in  any  day  for  a  long  time. 
Features  were  entirely  lacking.  The  dull- 
ness here  may  have  been  due  in  part  to  the 
small  receipts  and  the  blockade  in  the 
Northwest,  but  the  same  reason  would  not 
account  for  the  dullness  at  Chicago.

The  visible  supply  ought  to  show  a  de- 
crease of  600,000  bus.  In  yesterday's 
movement  there  was  a  decrease  of  75,000 
bus.  not  including  the  amounts  used  by 
millers.    Exports  were  r>6,000  bus. 

The  trading  of  today  was  confined  more 
exclusively  than  usual,  even,  to  May  no 
other  wheat  being  sold.  That  option 
opened  at  83Xc  held  steady  and  near  the 
close  eased  off,  closed  at  83)4c.
